'If they remain fifteen 
years they get a ' pension, A most encouraging 
number of these men have lately been won xor 
Go-d at Seiiinrans, where we have a Military Homo 
as well as a corps. Some of these converts Tiere 
notorious sinners, and after their conversion nearly; 
all of Mi™ have made very real sacrifices for God. 

At Batavla also a good mimiber of soldiers .have) 
beun converted, although the Army hall is quite 
six miles fmm the military 'barracks. These mea 
came to love the Army meetings so mueli thoit they, 
frequently walked that distance to am 1 from the 
hall. Nov/ the converted men have rented a house ■ 
and turned it .into an Army Home. 3rigadler Van 
Rosaum, the Territorial Commander, bopes soon 
to appoint an ofllcer to take charge of this promise 
ing work. ' 

Amougst the military converts at Batavia there 
is a non-commissioned officer whose term of Bervico 
expires in May ncj.t. Our -comrade then intends to 
enter our Training Home, with a view to devoting 
his life as an Army officer amongst the Javanese. 

There are itwo ChiEOi« corps In Java, where cur 
oiTlcsrb are working with comsidortvhle success 
amongst the traders and artisans who have emi- 
grated from the Celestial Empire. At "both these 
corps there is a number of Chinamen who are now 
enthusiastic Salvationist's, living and testifying for 
God am'Mig their fellow-courJtrymen. 

At six different centres throughout the island our 
officers are carrying on a splenttSd soul-saving "work; 
amougst the Javanese themselves. Just befo'/o 
' Brfgn-ilfer Van Ross,um left for a visit to England 
ha aw/jre-in fhirt v Jav^n^se converts »t on^ eorpB, 
while at RO'go^Moeljo, which was nneTiefl only \-x 
January of this year, ten converted Javanese nro 
■waitinS to be publioly enrolled as- soldiers. Amongst 
them is the ex-"!loerah;" or Mayor of the place, a 
inEo wifro gambled away all liis property, but Is now 
with his wife aonndly converted. 

The Social Work Is also in a flourishing state, 
irom two hundred to three hundred- poor natives, 
most of whom are Buffering from slcknc=s or 
wounds, belirs cosntastly housed und eared lor at 
the institution in Ssaierang. 

In Java the Salvation Array is held in the hjghost 
esteem by the ruling authorities, the European, 
public, and the natives. _ Quite recently fihe Govern-, 
ment decided to supply to every Army field olncRi', 
free of charrje, all necessary medicine and appli- 
ances for treating the sick, besides the books and : 
other requirements, with the exception of furniture, 
needed in the native schools connected with our, 
various corps- throughout the island.

Their* Duties and Their Powers. 

To N? a pilot a man must serve,. first, two years 
before a mast, then six years as an apprentice on 
a piiot boat, then one or two years as a pilot witk 
an eighteen-foot boat license, allowing him to pilot 
boats of a draught not exceeding eighteen feet; 
then one or two years with a twenty-two foot 
license. "Usually iwelve years pass before a pilot 
gets a fu51 license. 

Then and Mow. 

Tn the old days it ivas each pilot for himself, and 
povertv for tie hindmosL Then, on. shore 
or at sea, the pilot, like an actor or "a free lance 
reporter, bad to hustle for an engagement. At sea. 
ie who first saw a ship S"* a job. When a very 
,b!g steamer was expected, he thought nothing of 
going as far as" the banks of Newfoundland from 
New Yolk, in order to be the first to sight the 
greyhound. Sometimes two pilot boats sighted a 
vessel at the same time, and then — what a race! 
On shore the pilot bad to go from captain to captain. 
office to office, till he sot a vessel tD take out; and 
when at last he did 3:0 out. his coming in was a 
matter of any time from a day to a month or more. 

To-da/, pilots are not competitors, except in little 
ont-cf-the-way places, or in countries where no one 
has vet brought them into an organized body. That 
he will set a boat is no longer a pilot's chance, but 
a certainty. In New York alone there are one 
hundred aid six pilots, and every one in turn gets 
an " out " 'Boat, and then au " in " boat. Instead 
of each pilot picketing the entire fee. as in tho 
old days, the fees are pooled, and, after expires 
are paid, the profits are divided among air. ic no 
longer matters whether' a pilot gets a large steamer 
or a small one, a liner or a tramp, lie makes just 
as. much for himself. 

The Pi let's. Power. 

Aboard ship a pilot is in supreme pawcr, unless 
a captsis happens to choose to take his ship iu 
himself. Ou such rare occasions, instead of re- 
taining his post by force and comiug to blows, the 
pile, steps to one side. 2nd then the whole respons- 
ibility rests upon the captain, ii.itt as at sea. Oiiiy 
■sit a 'tie captain instead of the pilot in command, 
if an accident happens, the owners will not get a 
cent of insurance. The pilot, on the other hand. 
is the rfpresentiiive of the marine insurance com- 
panies and acts for them. When a ship comes to 
grief with the pilct at lb* he;ai ; the insurance holds 
good. 

As a rale, ship cap:: ins sigh frith relief when 
the pilot steps on the : idge. He has brought his 
ship through a hurries: \ perhaps, but the placid 
waters of a harbor, wii'hto the passenger seera 
so hat'mk> Sj are fulL^o menace and terrors tor 

The passenger finds : hard to realize the pres- 
ence o: dangers he car_iiot see; but 'the captain 
knows there the rocks aid. bars unseen beneath 
Ihose waters. The pi-o knWs the geography of 
that unseen harbor be; knows It as if be had 
traversed every inch of i in a diver's suit. Thafs 
ivhat he »is learning c iring those twelve years 
of probation, and that' wiy his services are 
worth something like frt :n thirty to forty dollars 
an hoar. 

The Pilot's Fee. 

The charge for pilotage is according to the ves- 
sel's draught. The Deutschlan.a, -of the Hanrburgs.- 
American Line, for instance, draws thirty feet, at 
S4.8S a fcot. In winter four dollars extra is added 
to the total charge. It should be added that the 
outgoing rate is less than the inward; the Dsutsch- 
land. Tor instance, ^oir.s out is .charged only 
$106.S0. or &t the rate oi 53.5G per foot of drasgat,. 
■while the tela: i-hsyge for bringing her in . is 
S14G.40. 

Sc-metiines en outgoing vessels the pilot misses 
the take-off huat. and he is carried to sea, -willy-- 
niliy, a-:d has to make the roysgs t" Europe and 
'jaca, the owner of ih« vessel cirri-ins hiis bavin? 
to T'^>' SIO11 per month for the time he is away. 
Again, when a vessel is detained, with a pilot, at 
quarantine, or by ice. the owners must pay the 
pilot three dollars a day during detention. » 

So, though the pilot's life is accompanied by 
risks and dangers, and long watchings, yet no 
doubt ' they feel amply compensated by the high 
rate, of pay which their twelve years' 'raisins has 
-enabled- them iu command.

Why does God like people to be hot ir. His ser- 
■vice? For tlie same reason that we like 'people to 
be hot in curs, we have no confidence in hal£- 
and-half, fast-aatMccse. friends, luke-wajtm adhe- 
rents, who in 'limes of clanger wait to see wkUb. 
sway the wind blow; before they commit themselves 
to our views or interest; — servants who wiK serve 
us while at. the same time they can serve them* 
Gelves, but the moment our interests and theirs 
appear to clash, will leave us to our fate. We 
like thorough, wholehearted, all-length friends, and 
to- snek cnlyrdo we confide our secrets or trust our 
important enterprises. We may use the lialf- 
baarfraa as far as they serve our purpose, but we 
have no confidence in thern, no heart-fellowship 
wi'a them, no joy over them; we would rather they 
iwere hot or cold, out-and-out friends or foes. 

Eead in your own heart ant! mind, in this respect, 
a transcript of His, and see the reason why He 
aaye, " I would thou wert cold or hot." 

I want you to note two or three characteristics 
of hot saints, so that you may kaow whether you 
belong to the num'rer. 

..To b° hot Implies th-3 possession of— 
!.— Light. 

Hot paints have a lialo afbout them that they 
reveal—make manifest — sla iu others. They do 
tub, first, 1iy contrast. " What fellowship hath 
light with darkness?" 

The light, oi God, flashed from a hot saint on 
tho dark consciences -of sinne:<s, makes them feel 
fcheir sin. misery, and danger, and, if they will 
receive it. leads to their convmiou. rt "opens 
their eyes," ami, li Lhey will fellow It, leads them 
to Jesus. 

" Almost 'thou jie'.-=;iiajlest me to be a Chrisiian." 
" Come, see a man which told, me all things that 
ever I did." " Ye are the sight oi the world." If 
sljsaars reject this light their rejection seals their 
Bins upon them, and renders their condemnation 
double. " If I had not come and spoken unto them, 
they had cot had si: ; but nc-v they have do cloak 
for their sin." Wtr. a fearful responsibility rests 
on all sianers who re brought into contact with 
saints who are fife, with the light of. God. Some 
of. ys;; aore arc livi ,g under this light. How are 
you losing it? _ Bew c-. e! ^ 

Secondly ,light rev ;als sin by antipathy: " Every- 
one that doeta evii l.ateth the light, -est his deads 
- Ghould be reproved.' 

The presence o-? a irtain degree of spiritual light 
snti3t produce either repentance or opposition. 

A dark soul cann :. dwell in the presence of a 
soul fall of ligit wit- out either'repentiDg or oppos- 
ing; IE it dees not s.. built it wit! rebel.. 

It was 'under- the ret blaze of this light that the 
Jews round about Stephen •' were cut to the heart 
and gnashed upon Mm with their teeth." The 
effect of- his tight on their darkness was to reveal 
their enmity and scoieh them into a fury of op- 
position. 

Wieu intense spiritual light sad darkness Era 
5>rbu°rut in conta:-t, tbeir innate antipathy mak« 
them reveal each other. The devil could not ensure 
the presence oi Jesus without crying o'Jt, " t know 
Thee \rho Thou ar-;.-the Holy One oi God." 

How is it with vou in t.liis rp£p;».->.t ' 0°" 
you get along with dark souls without eliciting 
their enmity? H so, depend upon rt, you have not 
much light — not that light which accompanies great 
h-aat... if you don't want to be spued out of the 
moutli -of God see to it that you get it. 

Thirdly. light reveals sin by reproof. Hot saints 
■will " rebuke their neighbor and not suffer sin 
upon hint." They are full of zeal for the grlory o£\ 
God cad jealousy tor His lienor, and It "breaks their 
hearts because sea keep not His law. They kuow 
that they have the light of lite, -flaa they fesl that 
they must hold it up over the wrong-rtc-lcs, decep- 
tion, aad -'iypoc.fisy of their relSow-msa In order 
to "open their eyes and turn, them rrdin darkaess 
to light." 

■You never hear them apologising for sin, or 
calling, it-, by smooth name's; tbey feel towards sin; 
In their measure, as God feels towards it It is 
the abominable thing which, they hate, sad there- 



fore they cannot, in any case allow it, pander to 
it, or excese it. 

Hot saints will merciless;.}- turn the blazing 
lamp of God's truth on the conscience of t-ha 
sinner, with reproof— pungent, pointed, and per- 
eonni, such as Nathan gave to David, Jehu to 
Jehosaphat, or Jesus to the Jews. 
11^— Purity. 

Heat cleanses, purges away dross, destroys nox- 
ious vapors: so tne burning fire of the Holy Ghost 
purifies the soul, which is filled, permeated with 
it; hence, hot saints are pure. Their garments 
ate white; they keep themselves ua.spolt.ed from 
the world. They improve the moral atmosphere 
wherever they go. Their very presence reproves 
and holds In check the unfruitful works of darkness, 
and sinners feel as Peter felt when he said, '■ De- 
part from me, for I am a sinful man, O Lord." 
J 11, — Pungency. 

Heat burns; hot saints set en fire the hearts o£ 
other satpts. They singe the consciences ol sinners, 
burn the fingers of Pharisees, melt the hems of 
liacksl'ider?, and warm up those who have lert their 
first love. 

IV. — Power. 

Hot saints are mighty. The Spirit is not given 
by measure ui'.o their,. They mav not Iib very 
intellectual, Oi' Wattled, but tiielr beat makes more 
lmpressioa on the hearts of sinners and stirs more 
opposition from hell than all the intellect aind 
learning of^a. whole generation of lukewarm pro- 
fessors. The fishermen of Galilee produced more 
Impression on the world in three years than all 
■ tie learning c-i the. Jewieu doctors had done in 
L-euLuries, because they were "hot in the love and 
service of God. 

Hot saints are more than a match, for their 
enemies. Sataa himself is afraid of them. "Paul 
I know," said he; yea, and. he knows, and fears all 
soch. Wicked mm cannot stand before them; the 
power' of their testimony cuts tihem' to the heart, 
and makes them either cry out, " What roust wo 
do to be saved?" cr, "Away with Him! Away 
with Him!" Hot people are not only able to work. 
i)ut tD suffer. They can endure hardness, suffer 
reproach, contend vrl'.Zi principalities and powers, 
fight with wild beasts, hail persecution and death! 

Y. — To be hot insures opposition — first, from 
Pharisees; they- Icok with contempt on hot people, 
trovjjlers of Israel, disturbers of the" peace of the 
church, ocrasions of reproach to the respectable 
part of the ciurrii'. The Pharisees were the bitter- 
est er.?rcies of Hirn who said, " Ttie zeal of Thy 
house hath ester. Me up," and they are still the 
bitterest enemies of tho=e who are filled with His 
Spirit. 

It matters not that they have new a Christian 
freed instead of a. Jewish; the spirit is the same, 
and will not tolerate "God' manrfr-Mt in the flesh." 
A formal, ceremonious, respectable religion hhey 
do not object to; but a living, burning, enthusiastic 
Christianity is still Beelzebub—to them. 

Secondly. To be iclt Insures opposition from the 
world. Tn? world hat.es hot'salnts, because they 
look with enntempt on its pleasure's, set at naught 

and applause, ignore Its rewards, abjure its spirit, 
and live altogether aibove its level. — '<-Becan" ia 
are not of the world, therefore the' world; ■ ehh, 
yon." I . 

It can tolerate warm religionists — rational .. jcent 
peopJe, who appreciate this world as welj' as the' 
next, and can see how to make th^ best of. it; but 
th'esa " hot," " pestilsat," " mad," " fools," who 
obtrude their religicit everywhere, who are at every- 
body about their souls, .who are adways talking 
about Got!, death, judgment, 'heaven,, and hell — 
*' Away wivh them, they are not fit to live! " 

Thirdly. To be hot insures opposition from the 
devil. Oh, hew he hates these hot satots ; what 
trouble he takes to -trip them! iHc knows ^they 
are worth it. Many a eouoeil Is held In hell over 
these; they set fire to Ms standing corn; they 
rout his best trained legions; fcey shake the found- 
ations of his throne; they take the prey out of 



his very jaws, thoy pull it out of his fires. Ho 
must do something; he sets his principalities and 
powers to work on them. Loose and feeble fiends 
will do for lukewarm people; but these lie must 
take in hand himself, and try all the guile and. forco 
of his giEnintlc intellect on them. He troubles them 
on every side; and at last, when God permits, ha ' 
lias their heads off.

COMMISSIONER RAILTON SPEAKS OF THE ARMY'S ORIENTAL PROSPECTS. 



Commissioner Rai.'ion gave the Montreal Star 
man some interesting copy, comprising a broad, 
world-wide sweep of Army prospects, from which 
we cull the following: — 

"Our Army, its forces and its powers, are grow- 
ing steadily year by year. 

" In Tokio there are at the present time," said 
the Commissioner, " some four or five thousand 
young Chinese students, who have been sent to 
Japan from all parts of the Celestial Empire, and 
these young fe.iows are the pick of the country. 
They are to study the advanced methods of their 
Japanese brethren, and it is our intention to en- 
deaver to secure some of these intelligeat young 
taen for our ranks and get them to take up the 
good work. They would make splendid officers, 
and would have great influence with their country- 
men. 

" It is altogether likely that the first ^start in 
China will he mside at Dainy, as this is no dount 
a growing point, and as time goes on our work will 
become more and more important. In fact, we have 
already made a small start by taking ovar the 
Rescue Home, condueted by the Y.M.CA. there. 
This Home was estahlisbsd for the purpose ef loelc- 
ing after the great number of Japanese women who 
came over to China, particularly Jfanchuria, during, 
the time of the wa-r with Russia. 

" Though we have hardly begun in Cndna, we 
are very well estabished in Japan; in fact, our work 
:n Japan is rp-rrii-d on by Japanese officers, although 
there are a few English and Australian officers 
there. 

" If the stories we hear about the awakening of 
China are true, thai counrry may furslsh the world 
with as big a surprise as did Japan In her conflict 
-tvi:.h Russia. While in Singapore and Java lately 
I could not help hut remark the marked develop- 
ment among the Chinese of these parts in a com- 
mercial w"7.. and this is only a sample of what 
they would do under an -enlighltned and progressive 
government in their own land. We are of the 
opinion that this spirit of progressiveness is now 
abroad m the land o£ the ^Chinese and- intend en 
take advantage of it for the glory of God and the 
extension of the work in which we are engaged." 
Attitude of Japanese, 

" Are the Japanese well disposed towards the 
Army?" 

" Very much =o. This is due to the fact that 
we da not run in opposition to any established 
religions or churches. Our chief object Is to reach 



those who do not go to church at all. The Japanese 
have appreciated this point to our -great advamtaga, 
as we do not denounce or come ir.to contact with. 
Buddhism or the ancient Shinto faitb, but confine) 
ourselves to .the lifting up of Christ as the one 
great helper o£ all." 

"Has the Army a, good foothold on the Contin- 
ent?" 

" Yes; we are making rapid strides over there. 
In the limited Kingdom we have perhaps the largest 
number, of members, while in Germany we are get- 
ting on very well; so well, in faot, that even in the 
streets of Berlin we are now allowed to hold 
marches on many occasions. In France we are 
getting a better hold on public opinion, and in 
Switzerland, where we at /irst bad to fight desper- 
ately, the Government looks upon us with favor. 
"We are also flourishing in the countries of Norway, 
Sweden, and Denmark." 

" How docs your field of laibor on this side com- 
pare with that on -the Continent?" 

" Our largest field as ross-rd::- the extensiGuj of 
territory and the impresslcn made upon the city 
population is in the United States. There ^is a 
greater liberality of feeling ic the United States. 
In England we are the latest organization of a 
religious character on the scene, while in the 
United States we are looked upon by the people 
of the great cities as the one and proper medium 
for dealing with the great masses of people who' 
never enter a church door of any kind." 
Progress Here Rapid. 

" How i-3 your vrork progressing In Canada?" 

""We are making rapid progress in Canada; thit 
is, throughout Canada in general, but not in the 
Province of Qnebc;. We have not much opening 
in this Province apart from the city of Montreal. 
It appears to me that this Province is remarkable, 
for a population which seems to attend so we^l tho 
respective plarfs of worship ot the different de- 
nominations, and we .have not room to cut in, 
though in the city our field is not so limited, owing 
to the increasing population, especially from the 
Old Country. These new citizens, who come out 
from the Old Land, are very often, from the novelty 
nnd excitement of th'e.r new conditions, easily made, 
to forget their religious duties, and It ts towards 
these people that our energies are directed. 

"1 visited Caiiada thirteen years ago, and, the 
evidences of prosperity and progress a.re every- 
where so evident that I do not wonder we hear such 
a great deal in Britain t.o-itn.y nbout our immema 
possession of Canada."

A dear b-other testified in Mrs, Kilbey's slum 
meeting, in Chicago, last night that for fourteen 
years he had hecn a slave to the opium habit, until, 
hopeless and despairing, he ono night, two and a 
half years ago, wandered into the Army ball in 
Minneapolis and there heard, of a Saviour from sin. 
An we listened to the thrilling testimony and looked 
upon the intelligent face of the speaker, we said, 
" Surey the day of miracles is not past." 

In the same meeiin;: another told cf years oZ 
senfnrlne life, of good resolutions mado -while at 
sea, only to he forgotten as soon as he catne ashore. 
NO matter vrhat port, he touched there were plenty, 
of " good fellows " willing to lead the way taitC 
debauchery and sin, until his heart was too cal- 
loused to heed the pleadings of n broken-hearted 
mother that he would just once let her see his- face. 

Landing at last in San Francisco, he made his. 
way to Seattle, Wash., and there— glory be to 
Jeiiis!— -|e saw the flag, followed the drum, and, 
surrounded ty praying soldiers, sought aud found 
deiivefnnce. His earnest aiipsal made a deep im- 
pression upon the Clark Street liwbltues. 
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Mrs. Colonel Jacobs desires the War Cry to 
transmit to many friends her deep appreciation o£ 
their kind- expressions of sympathy in ber recent 
bereavement. She -values them highly, although 
uirahle to reply individually to each one. 
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Our readers will be interested In tlie following 
testimony concerning our dear depanied comrade, 
""Holy Ana," some details of whose life were 
given in a previous issne. 

From her pastor of fifty years ago, It carries 
special weight, and gives an instructive sidelight 
on several of her almost miraculous experiences. 

We cull from a letter which appeared Ln the 
Montreal Witness, signed by E. B. Rycknian, Al- 
monte:— 

. .usst ilfty years ago I was sent to my first 
station, Tonge Street, Toronto District. My home 
!was at. Thornhlll, which was also the home of the 
lawily ot Dr. Reid, in which Ann -was a servant, 
and, la a sense, mistress and mother too, for Doth 
Dr. and Mrs. Reid had passed away, and the ae- 
.voted Ann had the young people under Mr care. 

I soan discovered that I had in my charge a 
person and a Christian of very remarkable attain- 
ments. During the fifty years of my mlntetry 
the word " consecration " has never been inter- 
preted to me so fully hy any other as by Ann. 
■AH that 1 3 meant by the phrases, " walking with 
God," and " talking with God," was illustrated more 
^visibly, piactically, .ml constantly by" her than by 
aav other thai I have inmra. One couid not tallc 
Ts-ith her without talking anout Christ or some 
interest of His Kingdom. Without the least ap- 
pearance of assumption she always controlled the 
conversation. She was accustomed to " speaking 
,to tha Almighty," as was Job, and to hear Him 
gpeak to bar in turn. 1 seldom read haul's words, 
"And He said unto nie. My grace is sufficient ftr 
thee," without thinking of Ann. That wns her 
Siabitual mode of speech. For instance, one day 1 
went into the Reid home and, of course, the sub- 
ject of religion in some interesting phase of it 
was up at onee between Ana and me. In the 
courio- of conversation she spoke of her tempta- 
tions. I said, as if in Fir mse: 

" "WTiy. Ann. how is it U-iL you are tempted?" 

She replied, "Oh, I understand It. I told the 
3jo~4 about it, and He saiii. * W^y, nun, y»« arc 
all tiie while trying to tsar down. Satan's kingdom, 
and of course he will tnot let yon alone." " 

The Witness' paragraph, which gave her obituary 
notice on June 22nd, snys she had never teamed 
the alphabet, hut could read the Scripture in a 
scholarly mar.ner. I su nose- that many who read 
that remark did so with incredulity. I know it tn 
So true, not only from Ann's own aceau.ni, but 
also fi-om that of the r. »Jc excellent family With 
.whom she lived. They brought her with them 
from Ireland, and knew her to he unable to read. 
They knew al=o that sc mehow she had acuuircd 
ike ait She herself tol me all about it. 
Taught to Read. 
s this: One day ac she 
as thanking God because 
;p His commai 



would take up the Gospels, or the Spistles, and 
read with ease wherever she wished. . I conversed 
■with members of the Reid family on the E&ibject, 
and all they could say wr.s, in effect, that there 
was a time when they_ kuew Ann eoald not read, 
1ku now they knew she could. 

But the most remarkable thing about this woman 
was her knowledge of Scripture and t&e use sho 
made of it in prayer, in the relation of Christian 
experience, and in ordinary conversation. Genera- 
tions ot Methodist preachers, stationed during the 
past sixty years on icnge' Street circuit, have, 
in turn, rfood astonished at Ann's familiarly with 
the Bible. All her wants and wishes, her joys 
and sorrows, indeed, all her thoughts, seemed to 
be- such as could be most easily and fltly expressed 
■ in Seidpture language. I never Irearii liar equal 
even in the pulpit, 

Ann made the very highest professions. She 
constantly aSinned that she was " sanctliled 
wholly," that " tha blood of Jesus Christ cleansed 
her from all ■unrighteousness," that in her was 
'• the love of God perfected"; and I never knew 
saint or sinner who knew her, that would hint that 
either her conduct or her character was out cl 
harmony with her professions; and, beat ol all, 
tho?e who knew her most intimately, aud the fam- 
ily she served, gave her most roaOily all credit lor 
sincerity and consistency.

After that they had 
no difficulty in winning souls. Their enemies went 
down before them hy the thousand, till we are told 
that even a great number of the priests, the very 
men who had takea the most prominent part in 
the crucifixion of Christ, became obedient unto the 
faith. (Acts vi. 7.) Bless God. Those fe<w, simple 
folk started a blessed revival, the influence of 
which is felt to the uttermost parts of tho earth 
to-day, hecause the presence of God was with them. 

My comrades, let others go for the big salaries, 
and CvTtl the best positions, and seek the highest 
promotions if they will, but let us make sure that 
we have the presence of Jesus abiding with us.

If we are con- 
tent with a shallow profession, and are wiling to 
drift along with a vague idea that we are saved, 
or are satisae-d with an un-anfl-dewe experience, we 
may have it. But when Jesns sees that we want 

His. presence, and are counting ail things hut dross 
to oiks;.- this gift, then He will come and ravish 
our hearts with His lave aud fill us with Himself, 
and our experience will be one of constant power 
aud victory. We may he tried as Moses was, or 
porsem!e;"i as the disciples were, aiid per-liups ijj 
stationed at. hard goe;, and even suffer l'cneline=s 
and privations in distant lands for His dear sake, 
but if His presence br- with \iz wc shall k "more 
than conquerors" over all difficulties, see much 
fruit won for the Kingdom, and finally share the 
glories of heaven with Him forever.

Faithful to the End. 

" So He bringenh them into their desired huven."

The last year of George Fcx's life was a quiet 
one. The year 1G90 saw the passing of the Tolera- 
tion At:, alter which Quakers could no more be 
thrust into vile dungeons, there to die of fever and 
coniiasment. Never again were they to be whipped 
through the streets and otherwise personally mal- 
treated. It was of immense satisfactic-n to George 
to see the passing of this Act before- he died, and 
thus to know that in the tl-.leltest of the flg-ht ho 
imd been with hie beloved folloyv-ers, aiid how' thai, 
he . was- tvbe-ut to leave tltera their future looked 

No one- has ever attempted to say exactly what' 
George F;x died of. H-e suffered from no disease. 
There "was'-just a dally weakening of all physical 

■ ■strength. ' He was not a "very o.c -man. as his ap- 
pearance might lead- one to suppose, 'but suffering 
and imprisonment and privation had left the marks 
of their ravages on -his body, as they iiad broken 
down his Iron -constitution. ' In 1G00 his voice was • 
feeble, his eyes hoJlir.v, and his eyesight dim, his 
hair tbin-and white, aud he could only with the 
greatest difficulty, crawl the half mile .between, his 
house and the meeting. But bis intellect was unim- 
paired. -That was keen as ever, all) as his body 

/wasted away his soul renewed its youth and inount- 

- ed up on t?agies' wings. 

George's l.i'e is not one that could be- termed 
picturesque: It is too crowded for that, tuo full cf 
events to erablc one to get an artistic whole. On 
the other side, there is the steady, unobblng calm 



of his spiritual life once he had grasped the truth, 
'he .had sought for. Tnera arS no " ups and downs," 
no struggles, no soul conflicts to record. His Lie 
was one truly hid with Christ In God. It was pura 
and childlike. Kis faith, both Jn G-od and human 
nature was unbounded, his obedience to the Captain 
of his salvation lmplieilt. His one desire was the 
extension of Christ's Kingdom upon earth. 

His charity and unselfishness all acknowledged. 
His means were far from large, but on them he 
supported ulniself, anil even after .he was married 
he refused to partake of Ms wife's riches. As ta ■ 
his private -life, none, even Ms euemies, ever ser- 
iously attacked that. He had an. undoubted faculty . 
for making friends. -All who knew 3rim loved htm, 
aud he attracted to himself men of very different 
classes. Scholars, laborers, statesmen, courtiers, 
rieh and poor, educated and uneducated, all, as soon 
as they came under the spell of his influence, loved 
him. 

Only Eloquent in Prayer. 

His preaching, we are loW, was not remarkable, 
eithor for eloquence ■or clearness. Even those who 
loved arad admired him m6st eatmot say that preach- 
ing was his strongest point. He was very oflten so 
involved in his sentences as to be almost unintel- 
ligible. But one element was never lacking in all 
his discourses, aud Dhat was the Holy Ghost, It 
was that, combined with his earnestness and en- 
thusiasm, ifhat caused him to sway the masses, as 
h-e undoubtedly did. .He was not much -of a talker 
in private life, though one has remarked: 

" I observe that whern George is present the 
others are mostly silent." 

But if George was not =!o^ueiiL in speech he 
was In prayer! Here he excelled, and when the 
Spirit moved him Ho pray his tongue was &s an. 
angel's. 

"Above all," writes a contemporary, "he ex- 
celled in prayer. The inwardness and weight of 
his spirit, the reverence and solemnity and weight 
of his ffddress and behavior, the- fewness aud full- 
aess of his words have often struck even strangers 
with admiration, as they nse'd to reach other* with, 
consolallion."
